Failure to remember that he mar- 
ried a-woman here in the course of 
a party in Septembér,.

Collins, Clarendon, Va., on a bigamy 
charge. 

Collins visited. Baltimore with a 
party of friends in 19380 and was 
married to Miss Carrie Johnson, of 
Washington, the woman testified. 
After many visits from Collins he 
stayed away and she followed him 
to Clarendon, where she found he 
was married and had four children 
when she met him. 

Collins told Judge Eugene 
O’Dunne he remembered the visit to 
Baltimore, but could not recall the 
marriage. He said there had been 
considerable drinking on the party. 
The penitentiary sentence was sus- 
pended when Collins promised to 
eare for his first wife and chil- 
dren.

contempt of court today for sending 
a daintily wrapped Christtha® box 
to his home containing a summons 
for his estranged wife to appear in 
a Latvian court as a defendant in 
divorce proceedings. 

An order requiring McLean to 
show cause next Tuesday why he 
should not be held in contempt and 
imprisoned was signed by Chief Jus- 
tice Alfred A. Wheat of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme court 
upon petition by attorneys for his 
wife, Mrs. Evelyn Walsh McLean. 

They contended the newspaper 
publisher, now in Latvia, had vio- 
lated a court injunction forbidding 
him from proceeding in any way 
with a divorce action begun in Lat- 
via.

As adopted by the house, the reso- 
lution included an amendment to place 
congress on record in opposition to 
revision of European debts to America 
arising from the war. Its approval 
was a direct rebuff to the administra- 
tion. President Hoover, in his mes- 
sage to congress, urged re-establish- 
ment of the war debts commission for 
the purpose of studying Europe’s abil- 
ity to pay under present conditions. 
Secretary Mellon later called for re- 
duction of the debts, particularly that 
of England. 

Separate Issues. 


The administration regards the war | 


debts question as separate and dis- 
tinct from the moratorium. The lat- 
ter is already in effect and under it 
for a period of one year Germany's 
conditional reparations payments are 
suspended and Germany’s 


to the United States. 


Opposition in the house was strong | 


vocally, but numerically weak. The 
foes of the debt holiday made the 
chamber ring throughout the after- 
noon and evening with their protests. 
The galleries were thronged and a 
long line awaited seats. Usually va- 
cant, the gallery reserved for mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps was well 
filled, attesting the extreme interest 
of foreign nations in the outcome. 

The irreconcilable McFadden, of 
Pennsylvania, precipitated another up- 
roar tonight. A few days ago he 
charged President Hoover with hav- 
ing “sold-out” to Germany and hav- 
ing violated his oath of office. For 
this speech he was shorn of his patron- 
age privileges and repudiated by his 
colleagues.

There was a growing belief here to- 
night that the Hoover moratorium on 


reparations and international debts 
will be extended for at least two 
years. 

The-extension, it was». believed, 
would result from the deliberations of | 
the Young plan advisory committee, 
now in session, and from the interna- | 
tional conference on debts paneer: 
scheduled for next month. 

In informed quarters here this was | 
regarded as the best solution in view | 
of the refusal of the United States | 
congress to. consider revision or can- | 
cellation of the war debts. 

Today the advisory committee, with | 
the French delegates agreeing, admit- 
ted that the German railways will not 
be able to pay next year the 660,000,- 
000 marks ($165,000,000) in repara- 


The Hoover holiday relieved them 
of that payment until next July 1, but 
it is foreseen that further relief will 
be necessary. 

Several days ago the experts decid- 
ed to recommend a moratorium on the | 
remainder of the reparations, but to- 
day for the first time they threw the | 
“un- 
conditional annuities” into _the| 
troublesome war settlement cauldron. 

The French, who receive the whole | 
of the unconditional annuities, argued | 
tonight that even though the railways 
cannot pay, Germany’ s fevecaiie’ 
trade balance will be enough to cover | 
the 660,000,000 marks. 

The railways are bankrupt, the ex- 
perts agreed. In the past two years 
profits have dropped so sharply that 
the operating company was obliged to 
draw on its reserves despite the relief 
afforded by the Hoover holiday. 

Prospects for better business next 
year are so dim the experts decided | 
they would not be able to balance the | 
budget, and would have to continue | 
using reserves. 

Between 1925 and 1929 ‘the roads 
covered the reparation payments eas- 
ily. But last year the net receipts 
dropped to 480,000,000 marks, which 

was 180,000,000 less than was needed 
to pay France. This year the profits 
went off even further, and the experts 
accepted the @erman estimate of an- 
other large deficit. 

The official memorandum issued by 
the committe drew no conclusion, but 
inferred thaf unless a further mora- 
torium were granted after the end of 
the one year Germany would have to 
dig into some other source for the 
payments which the railways hereto- 
fore have covered.

CAMDEN SHERIFF 
GETS 2-YEAR TERM 


Georgia Official Found 
Guilty on Liquor - Con- 
spiracy Charge. 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Dec. 18.—(?)— 
Sheriff G. B. Smith, of Camden coun- 
ty, the second south Georgia sheriff 
convicted within the last several 


weeks on charges of conspiracy to vio- 
late the national prohibition act, sen- 
tenced in United States district court 
here today to serve two years in the 
penitentiary, has filéd notice of appeal 
through his attorneys, Blalock and 
Blalock, of Waycross. 

Judge William H. Barrett fixed the 
convicted sheriff's bond at $5,000 

Sheriff Smith, arraigned on several 
counts involving conspiracy and the 
possession and. transportation of liq- 
uor for beverage purposes and for sale, 
was convicted on but one count, the 
jury finding a verdict of not guilty 
except on the count charging ©on- 
spiracy. 

Judge Barrett said that he would 
impose the same sentence as that 
meted out several weeks ago in the 
Savannah district to Sheriff M. F. 
Clark, of Liberty county, convicted 
on a similar charge. Judge Barrett

FULTON BUDGETS 
GUL 10 PER GENT 


Workers Making: $150) 
Per Month or Less Net: 
Affected by New Slash. 


‘Basing. their figures on Fulton 
county’s departméntal budgets as of 
December 31, 1930, Fulton . county 
commissiéners Friday at a special ses- 
sion voted a blanket 10 per cent cut 
in departmental budgets for 1932, and 
instructed heads of departments to 
submit the new figures at a special 
session to be held at. 3 o'clock. Mon- 
day afternoon. 

It was stipulated, however, that in 
making up their budgets for 1932 the 
departmental ‘heads. shall’ not reduce 
the salaries of- any employe making 
$150 or less per month. The‘ motion 
for the wage cut was made by Com- 
missioner Walter Stewart as a means, 
e said, of. arriving. at the amounts 
of the budgets. Heads of departments 
will set the individual salaries of their 
workers for the approval or disap- 
proval of. the board at its Monday 
session. 

The budgets as of December | 31, 
1930, by departments. were: Clerk of 
superior court, $10,250: solicitor, of 
criminal court, $2,316.65; solicitor. 
general, $3,774.99: ‘sheriff, $8,150: 
ordinary,. $1,825; tax collector, 
$4,808.32; tax receiver, $3,250. These 
are to be cut 10 per cent. The total 
pay roll for deprties and clerks now 
is $54.374.96 per month, and the new 
cut will represent a saving of ap- 
proximately $3,437.50 per month, er 
about $41,250 annually. 

It was pointed out that this is not 
the full amount to be sayed, as on 
November 30 heads of the departments 
had their salaries cut 10 per cent, 
except in the instances where the 
salaries were fixed by law. Judge 
Jesse Wood and Solicitor John Me- 
Clelland asked at that time that their 
salaries be reduced $2,000 a year. | 

The saving represented by the cut in 
the salaries of the five departmental 
heads and the voluntary cuts on the 
part of the judge of criminal court 
and the solicitor of criminal court 
represented $45,000.

Three times Jack Diamond “beat the 
rap” with death when assailants 
wounded him. But today gangland 
“enubbed him out,” and tonight the 
motive for his murder was hidden in 
the turbulent past of the mobsman. 


Diamond went home alone just be- 


fote dawn from a celebration of his 
acquittal yesterday of kidnaping. Aft- 
er he entered his rooming house and 
retired, his assailants, apparently 
awaiting him,, fired three bullets into 
his head. He was found sprawled 
across his bed. The proprietor of the 
rooming house heard the two or three 
gunmen dash from the house. A 
neighboring cobbler saw them depart 
in a motor car. 

As the frightened rooming house 
proprietor, Mrs. Laura M. Wood, lis- 
tened, she heard one of the men say, 
“Oh, hell, that’s enough.” 

Mrs. Diamond, summoned from the 
party where she had remained when 
Diamond left, Mrs. Wood, Ethel 
Smith, her sister, and Jack Storr, 
the chauffeur who had driven “Legs” 
home, were questioned by police, but 


released. , 
Seen by Girl. 

Probably the: last of his intimates 
to see the gangland chief alive was 
Marion “Kiki” Roberts, his one-time 
Broadway show girl sweetheart. Ac- 
cording to reports Diamond visited an 
hour or more with her before con- 
tinuing on to his rooming house. Miss 
Roberts, who was with Diamond when 
he was wounded in the Monticello 
hotel in New York a few years ago, 
could not be found today. ; 

A pearl handle .38 caliber pistol, 
with three empty chambers, and a 
flashlight, wrapped in a handkerchief 
and all encased in a newspaper, were 
found in a vacant lot a little more 
than a block from the Dove street 
house where the assassination oc- 
curred. A ballistic test will be made 
to determine if the bullets found in 
Diamond could have been fired 
from it. 

The modest quarters of the Dia- 
monds were in contrast to the lux- 
urious apartments he occupied in the 
past. The apartment here was only 
a few blocks from the state capitol. 
Jack and his wife lived in an upper 
front room, 

Only the personal belongings of the 
Diamonds and a few religious emblems 
and extracts from the testimony of 
Diamond trials were found by police 
when they invaded the death chamber. 

Tonight no plans had been made 
for the burial of the gangster’s body,

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 18.—(?) 
With the balanced budget goal for the 
state within sight, the Tennessee legis- 
lature determined today to finish the 
job at the present session even if the 
members have to continue without pay 
after tomorrow, when the 20-day con- 
stitutional limit expires. 

The senate, having passed all but 
one of the bills assuring a remedy for 
the state’s anticipated $12,000,000 
deficit, was ready to approve that, 
give the house until 4 p. m. tomorrow 
to catch up and then all go home, 

But the ee declined to act on the 
sine die adjournment resolution. In- 
stead it adopted one of its own, set- 
ting out that the representatives 
would remain as long as December 23 
if that was necessary to accomplish 
the purpose for which they were called 
into emergency session. The senate 
would have to remain, too, as both 
houses must adjourn simultaneously.

The major source of the “North 
American Light & Power Co.'s income 
was reported to the commission Friday 
morning by Examiner Miller as com- 
ing from its investments in common 
stocks of- subsidiary operation ‘com- 
panies. 

Testifying at the commission's in- 
quiry into public utilities, the exam- 
iner said this source represented ap- 

roximately 4 per cent of dividends 
rom the daté the original company 
commenced operations in September, 
1915, until the end of 1929. 

It also represented, he said, 50.7 
per eent of all income received during 
that period ty company was re- 
organized in 19 1926 

Miller said the company received 
“practically no dividends from its in- 
vestments in common stock of sub- 
sidiaries prior to 1923.” He added 
29 per cent was received from 1923 to

* President - Asks New 
Power for Proposed Re- 
construction Body. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—)— 
President Hoover regards the con- 
gressional enactment of the $500,- 
000,000 reconstruction corporation 
proposed by him as “urgent” in the 
present railway situation. 

Outlining today the steps being 
taken to assist the roads, Mr. Hoover 
stated it was his hope that this cor- 
poration now before congress would 
have power to give assistance to the 
carriers. 

The president is informed that only 
about 16 to 17 per cent of the rail- 
roads, excluding these already in re- 
ceivership, are not earning their fixed 
charges. 

“Proposals are in progress,” he told 
newspaper correspondents facing him 
as he stood at his desk this afternoon 
“by which financial assistance can be 
provided by the Railway Credit Cor- 
poration in anticipation of the col- 
lection of the increased rate assigned 
for this purpose.” 

Saying “altogether this problem is 
receiving most serious attention,’ Mr. 
Hoover reported progress in the nego- 
tiations between the railway brother- 
hoods at Chicago and the railway 
executives on wage questions.

“The carriers have now organized 
the Railway Credit Corporation on the 
plan provided between them and the 
interstate commerce commission for 
assisting railways with deficient earn- 
ings from the special income author- 
ized by the commission.

A renewal of the military campaign 
against Chinese bandits in Manchuria 


was announced by the Japanese war’ 


office in Tokyo yesterday on_ the 
strength of reports of a disturbed sit- 
uation in the Chinchow area. 

Strong measures will. be taken 
against guerrillas in the area of the 
South Manchuria railway, a spokes- 
man said. 

The killing of two Chinese civilians 
when Japanese planes dropped bombs 
in the vicinity of Tungliao was re- 
counted in authoritative reports from 
Mukden. Japanese headquarters had 
no knowledge of the affair. 

Lieutenant Colonel Nelson FE. Mar- 
getts, American observer, said there 
was no evidence to support Japanese 
assertions that Chinese troops were 
concentrating near Japanese positions, 
A survey shgwed him there had been 
no change in Chinese troop disposi- 
tions in several weeks. 

The Chinese government in Nanking 
employed regular soldiers to round up 
students who have been conducting a 
“reign of terror,” shipping them back 
to their homes. The capital was quiet. 


JAPANESE TO CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST CHINESE BANDITS 
BY JAMES F. HOWE. 

TOKYO, Dee. 18.—(4)—A renewed 
and more extensive drive to extermi- 
nate Chinese bandits in Manchurian 
was announced by, the Japanese war 
office today on the grounds of increas- 
ing peril to the South Manchuria rail- 
way. 

This move was made on _ the 
strength of a Rengo News Agency dis- 
patch from Tientsin saying the sit- 
uation in the Chinchow area had be- 
come so grave that Japanese residents 
in Shanhaikwan had decided to evac- 
uate the city and go to China proper. 
‘Another report said one Japanese and 
14 Chinese had been killed in a new 
skirmish,

Seen by British Economist 
| In Three-Fold Co-operation) 


Note: One of Great Britain's most 
noted economists, George Paish, formerly 
financial adviser to the .chancellor of 
the exchequer and the treasury, in the 
following exclusive interview tells how 
the world, in his opinion, can 
forward to “‘the greatest prosperity ever 
experienced” if the proper measures are 
taken. He outlines the measures he be- 
lieves necessary.

world is standing on the threshold of 
the greatest prosperity it ever has

steps are taken—Sir George Paish, 
noted British economist and member 
of the British official mission to the 
United States in 1914, said today in 
an exclusive interview with the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Three of the chief recommenda- 
tions made by the noted economist 


re: 

1. Federal and state temporary bank 
guaranty acts. 

2. An international conference at 
which every nation would be ready to 
make contributions to world recovery. 

3. Revision of reparations payments 
to insure eventual repayment of Ger- 
many’s debt which he _ estimates 
$2,250,000,000. 

Immediate Relief. 

It is possible, he said, to revive 
trade immediately to a marked degree 
and to banish the fear complex now 
besetting the nations. 

Sir George recently affirmed his 
belief that a world breakdown is ap- 
proaching. not more than two months 
away, and he made today’s-statements 
while reiterating this warning. If the 
necessary revival measures are not 
taken, he said, the breakdown will 
force them upon the world. 

“T haven't any doubt,” he said, 
“but that we are going into the 
greatest period of prosperity the world 
has ever seen=—if*the necessary meas- 
ures are taken. I’m sure there are 
enough reasonable people in the world 
t6 see that these measures are taken | 
and that, by 1938, we will see a very 
different situation. 

“According to some very high au- 
thorities,’ he.said, “an almost com- 
plete breakdown will hit the world 
within the next two months. The real 
danger is a breakdown of world credit. 
Whether the breakdown comes depends 
partly on the outcome of the German 
reparations and the commercial debt 
conferences now taking place. 

Great Uncertainty. 

“The breakdown prediction was 
based on the belief the French intend 
to insist on the priority of repara- 
tions over commercial debts, which 
means that there is a great uncertain- 
ty whether commercial debts can or 
will ever be paid. Those debts are now 
computed at some $2,250,000,000. 

“That affects the position of bank- 
ers and business firms in all countries 
—the United States, Great Britain, 
Holland, Switzerland, and France it- 
self, to some extent—whose activities 
in providing credit for distributing 
commodities in all parts of the world 
are mainly instrumental in making 
the credit machine operate efficiently. 

“If no credit is available for the 
movement of produce and goods from 
country to country, or even from dis- 
trict to district, trade must inevitably 
come to a standstill.” | 

Sir George referred to United States 
domestic trade. Wheat and cattle, he 
said, move into Chicago from the west 
by means of credit operations. He pre- 
dicted an enormous further shrinkage 
in the incomes of city dwellers, as well 
as producers, if stagnation occurs. 

“The governments of the world 


abling all nations and all peoples to 
meet their obligations.” 

The remedies. he said, include a 
conference of world statesmen to face 
the situation. 

“It demands that the statesmen 
come prepared: to make the largest 
contribution possible to the restora- 
tion of the whole world and so enable 
their own countries to recover pros- 
perity.” 3 

Any world vower, he said, is com- 
petent to call the conference, which 
might become an outgrowth of the 
disarmament conference, but it would 
be best that the UWnited States issue 
the call because of its detached posi- 
tion and its ability to form just judg- 
ments. 

One of the most hopeful signs, he 
said. is the awakening of the Asiatic 
millions, which includes Russia, and 
their demands for higher standards of 
living in which the material resources 
of the western world play.a big part. 
| South America, he said, because it 
is a big producer, is bound to feel 
great distress until the situation is 
rectified and it will gain, together 
with the rest of the world, when a 
solution is reached. Because of im- 
migration conditions he said he saw 
South America as a European outlet, 
as the Unitéd States once was. This, 
he said, should greatly increase the 
prosperity of the southern continent. 


CHICAGO BANKER ASSAILS 
BRITISH ECONOMIST’S PLAN 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—(/)—“The 
guaranteeing of bank deposits never 
has and never will work, not even 
temporarily,” said George M. Rey- 
nolds today in discussing the “pros- 
perity recommendations” of Sir George 
Paish, British economist. 

Reynolds, directing head of Chica- 
go's largest bank, the Continental II- 
linois, and chairman of the board of 
the half-billion-dollar National Credit 
Corporation, said the federal and state 
temporary bank guaranty acts pro- 
posed by Sir George would “only make 
shysters out of bankers.” 

“The only legislation, as I see it, 
that would do any good toward this 
end,” Reynolds said, “‘would be legis- 
lation to restrict who should enter the 
banking business. Anyone could get 
deposits by saying: ‘Look here, the 
government is going to guaranty you 
a: any eoagee., ae 

e views of Sir George, given

Of this, the Chicago banker, who 
twice turned down the opportunity to 
be secretary of the treasury, said: 

“{f am not an economist and have 
not given much thought to such a 
world conference. It seems to me, 
however, that all the European na- 
tions want of such a gathering is 
to get the United States to cancel 
war debts.” 

Reynolds would not say whether he 
favored, at this time, revision or can- 
cellation of war debts.

In sending to The Constitution a 
clipping from the New York Times 
describing the unique plan adopted 
in Rochester to put idle dollars to 
work, Arthur Haas, well-known in- 
surance man, comments: “If such a 
movement could be started in At- 
lanta, what a world of good it 
would do!” 


Under the Rochester plan $4,000,- 
006 which have been hoarded await- 
ing the coming of “better times” 
are now being brought out of hid- 
ing to finance improvements of all 
kinds in homes, offices and busi- 
ness establishments. 


As a part of the city’s emergency 
employment plan, public. pledges 
were called for from industries, 
stores and private citizens that 
designated amounts of money would 
be spent immediately in plant ex- 
tensions and improvements .and re- 
pairing and beautifying homes, for 


to the unemployed and stimulating 
wholesale and retail trade. 

The response was instant and 
liberal and it is expected that the 
total pledges will exceed $5,000,000. 
Already industrial plants are put- 
ting up new smokestacks and in- 
stalling new machinery, new auto- 
mobiles are replacing old ones, 
housewives are buying new furnish- 
ings, homes are being repaired and 
repainted and gardens are replac- 
ing unsightly back yards. 

As a result of the raid on these 
idle dollars of the people of Roches- 
ter—6,778 individual pledges hav- 
ing been received—a decided im- 
provement in the unemployment 
Situation has already taken place, 
and business generally is prospering 
from the flow of the currency which 
has been out of circulation. 

Even greater success has resulted 
from a somewhat similar plan fol-

M. Kotecki recently revealed the flour- 
ishing condition of the treasury. 
While other municipalities wrestled 
with the depression, neglected to pay 
their teachers and sold their bonds 
below par, Milwaukee was carrying 
money to the bank and officials were 
devising ways of cutting a few dol- 
lars from the citizens’ tax bill. 

All this, despite the fact that Mil- 
waukee hauls its citizens’ ashes, puri- 
fies its sewage before dumping it into 
Lake Michigan, provides a police de- 
partment which won the admiration 
of the Wickersham commission, im- 
munizes all its children against com- 
munitable diseases, fights fires so suc- 
cessfully that its insurance rates are 
among the lowest in the country, and 
furnishes a desk for every school 
ehild. 

After the Associated Press carried 
a summary of Mr. Kotecki’s financial 
statement municipal officials the na- 
tion over flooded the city hall with in- 
quiries. Far-off Honolulu wanted to 
know how it was done and several 
cities sent delegations to study the 
Milwaukee system. 

There is no magic in it, said offi- 
cials who tried to explain it. They 
pointed out that Milwaukee’s city 
council is a noisy body always ready 
for a fight. It is dominated by non- 
partisan aldermen, but there are so- 
cialists who ask embarrassing ques- 
tions if they need tobe asked. 

In the south end of the city” hall 
is the office of Mayor Daniel W. 
Hoan, a socialist, tall, lean, angular 
and always set to pounce fiercely on 
any sin. He has been mayor since 
1916. 

In the north end of the city hall 
is the office of Mr. Kotécki, non-par- 
tisan, short, ruddy man of Polish ex- 
traction, who believes that citizens 
and cities should pay their bills. He 


thas been in office since 1912. 


Comptroller and mayor, more than 
any other individuals, control the city 
check book, They are personal friends, 
but their political differences are 
deep-seated and bitter. They are two 
watch dogs with diverse interests. In 
Milwaukee it is possible to create a 
municipal scandal, accompanied by 


much publicity, by misappropriation 
of $75. Infact, a minor official lost 
his job recently because in the dead 
of night someone hauled off a truck 
load of rusty pipe when an old sewer 
was being replaced. Milwaukee had 
figured on selling that old pipe—had 
anticipated the proceeds as so much 
velvet in next year’s income. 

Mr. Kotecki assigns four reasons 
for the city’s happy financial condi- 
tion. He lists them as (1) a sane, in- 
dustriéus citizenry, profitably employ- 
ed in diversified industries, accustom- 
ed to and demanding good govern- 
ment; (2) a budget system adhered 
to downto the last nickle; (3) a “‘tax- 
ation readjustment plan” by which all 
departments of government are being 
placed on a cash basis, and (4) the 
debt amortization fund, growing year 
by year, which at some time not far 
distant will wipe out every cent of 
city indebtedness. 

Before 1913 Milwaukee sold tax an- 
ticipation warrants and _ borrowed 
money until tax collections rolled in. 
Then the tax readjustment law became 
effective. Under its provisions an ad- 
ditional tax of a quarter of a mill is 
raised each year. With this added 
revenue one after another of the city 
departments were placed on a cash. 
basis. The process is almost com- 
pleted. In three years every depart- 
ment will be spending only the money 


rthe myriads 


already collected for its specific needs. 
Whereupon the quarter-mill tax will 
be discontinued, and ‘city government 
will be borrowing nothing for current 
needs. 

The debt amortization plan is given 
a grander scheme. Since 1923 about 
$3,600,000 has accrued to this fund. ; 
For it there is no specific assessment. 
It gets a portion of the interest of va- 
rious city bank accounts, it gets the 
interest contributed by citizens who 
pay for improvements on the install- 
ment plan, and on several occasions 
the city has contributed surpluses. 
The fund is invested in city bonds, 
and at present owns 8 per cent of all 
bonds outstanding. Slow to start, of- 
ficials say it is bound to grow rapid- 
ly, for it collects interest on those 
bonds and continues to benefit by all 
its usual income. The city is close 
to the bonded debt limit set by state 
law. But why worry about that, of- 
ficials ask, when an increasing pro- 
portion of the bonds are owned by the 
a ee the city pays interest to it- 
self ? 

Some day, probably within 30 years, 
Milwaukee’s amortization fund will 
own ali of Milwaukee's bonds. Then 
the amortization fund, being Milwau- 
kee, will put the bonds into the mus- 
raw and Milwaukee will be out of 

ebt.

For a long while Grumpy carried in 
his yest pocket a little ampoule of the 
bacterin which he liked to show his 
friends, telling them how many mil- 
lions of germs were sealed therein. I 
believe this amulet or charm lost its 
value to Grumpy in the course of the 
next winter when he had so little 
trouble with his tubes that he grew 
openly patronizing if not contemptu- 
ous toward doctors and all their han- 
my penky.

WON FOR TEAM

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—A beautiful 
illustration of the Culbertson “one 
over one” bid occurred on hand No. 4 
of rubber No. 58. The hand and bid- 
ding was:

Using the “one over one” feature, 
my partner, Theodore A. Lightner, 
had responded to my suit bid of 1 
with a bid of 1 in a higher ranking 
suit. I then bid 1 spade, The spade 
suit is not “biddable,” using this 
term in its generally accepted sense, 
but my hand was such that I wished 
to give a complete picture of its dis- 
tribution. When Mr. Lightner bid 3 
spades, I then bid 4 hearts as ‘a warn- 
ing of possible shakiness of the spade 
suit as trump, and, of course, Mr. 
Lightner carried the contract to 4 
spades, which was made with an over- 
ric 

With more than one-third of my 
150-rubber match at contract bridge 
with Sidney S. Lenz completed, it is 
interesting to note the practical equal- 
ity of honors held by the opposite 
sides. The difference in the number 
of aces and kings is less than 2 per 
cent. Before the match started I pre- 
dicted a possible variation of 8 per 
cent and was willing to give my ad- 
versaries this handicap because of the 
superiority of the approach- forcing 
(sometimes called the ‘“‘one over. one’”’) 
system of contract bidding over the 
official system used by Mr. Lenz, 

7 approach-forcing system has 
functioned with admirable accuracy. 
The reason for its successful use is 
that it is based entirely on natural, 
inevitable inferences, and that it 
eschews far-fetched conventions and 
superfluous complications suéh as mar 
the official system. 


The cards being about even and 
thus the element of luck discounted, 
and the skill of the players repre- 
senting the official system conceded, 
the startling advantage attained can 
be attributed only to superiority of 
the system used. 


Mr. at gs my partner, took me 
to a small slam in spades in the sec- 
ond rubber on a hand which furnishes 

a striking contrast to the bidding of 
the disastrous grand slam by our op- 
ponents last night. The comparison 
of the effectiveness of the two sys- 
tems is ee at ae interesting in 
view of the fact that Mr. Lightner 
held 150 aces, cpnoatte my minimum 
outs spade bid, but recognizing, 
through the application of approach- 
forcing principles, the strong distri- 
butional assets of the hand played 
at a suit, and the relatively danger- 
ous distribution for no-trump, never 
once mentioned the latter dec aration. 
(The hand is elsewhere on this page.) 

Mr. Lenz last night, yielding to the 
temptation of the no-trump honors 
and failing to recognize distribution 
which is so prominent a feature of 
approach-forcing bidding, continually 
bid no-trump and blinded the part- 
nership to the fact that there was @ 
lay-down slam in spades. 


Mr. Lightner’s bid of three dia- 
monds, an overbid of the suit bid by 
our opponents, was a forcing an- 
nouncing at least three honor tricks, 
a freakish distribution and strongly 
suggesting slam possibilities.

The course adopted by some con- | 


tract players of refusing to disturb 
the opening bid, which bas not been 
raised by the partner of the opening 
bidder, is a losing course if the hand 
contains sufficient strength to justify 


an attempt to take the contract away 
from him and play it on the attack. 

Partial scores are valuable, and 
even a game can sometimes be found 
hidden in the unrevealed honor 
strength and distribution of the part- 
ner, This is clearly shown in the hand 
discussed today.

1—South’s hand certainly qualifies 
for an opening bid of one no- 
trump. The hand contains 31-2 
honor tricks with the plus value 
of the heart Queen, 


—KEast correctly reads the honor dis- 
tribution as showing considerable 
honor strength in the South hand, 
with West and North probably 
weak. If West has the balance of 
strength, they may well be able to 
make a ‘partial score, while South 
might make one no-trump if the 
bid were uncontested. 


3—Kast struck oil. His partner's 
hand contains 2 honor tricks and 
strong support for the heart bid. 
West reasons that if East was un- 


willing te permit South to play

The first inkling of the matter 
broke early this morning when it was 
learned that L. S. U. was consider- 
ing a well-known eastern coach and 
that, Lewie Hardage, of Vanderbilt, 
who had been considered for the job, 
would not..be allowed to leave the 
Nashville institution. because he was 
needed to round out the Commodore 
staff. 

Dan McGugin, of Vandy, himself 
stated he eould not afford to 


aware of the fact that L. S. U. was 
now <lickering with someone else.

ASKS SILENCE.

MANY CONSIDERED. 


Regarding the L. S. U. staff of as- 
sistafits,. which includes Ben Enis, 
Bernie Moore and Rabenhorst, former 
Wake Forest star, Dr. Broussard said 
this afternoon that whoever was ap- 
pointed head coach would have ine 
power to retain them or appoint new 
men in their places. 

It is understood that Biff Jones, 
should he be obtained, would be head 
coach only and have nothing at all to 
do with the athletic director’s duties. 

“We are considering a half dogen 
well-known men for the job and Biff 
Jones is one of them but beyond that 
I can say nothing definite,” Broussard 
continued He also admitted that 
Hardage was still liked as the L. S. U.

Dr. Charles W. Kennedy, chairman 
of the board, in replying to Wittmer’s 
letter, stated that the board had con- 
sidered the resignation and had “con- 
cluded to comply with your request.” 
He praised Wittmer for his “loyal and 
devoted services” at Princeton dur- 
ing the past decade. Wittmer served 
as head coach for the first time in the 
season just passed. 

Wittmer had a four-year contract 
at Princeton, which had three more 
years to run.

Two more coaches quit yesterday 
although not under such spectacular 
circumstances. John Law, head coach 
at Manhattan for two years, an- 
nounced from Washington that he 
would not return here, and Marty 
Brill, who was with Law at Washing- 
ton, revealed he did not intend to 
serve again as an assistant coach at 
Columbia. Beth are Notre Dame alum- 
ni. Law was captain of the unde- 
feated Rambler team of 1929 and 
Brill wound up his career at South 
Bend a year later. 

Columbia, shaken by charges and 
rumored charges. of widespread pro- 
fessionalism, was back on an even 
keel again as this broadside met with 
prompt and complete denial from ath- 
letic authorities, ;

IN UPSET BOUT 


Three Knockdowns Cause 
Downfall of Old Philly 
Boxing Master.

MADISON SQUARE GARDEN, 
NEW. YORK, Dec. 18.—(UP)—Age 
and the rigors of a long ring career 
finally exacted their toll from Tomm 
Loughran tonight when the Philadel- 
phit boxing master cropper a 10- 
round decision to King vinsky, of 
Chicago.
